Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1962. 

Vital  Statistics.  The  mid-year  population  as  estimated  bythe 
Registrar  General  was  17 » 520  persons,  this  being  280  more 
than  in  I96I. 

Births .  The  total  number  of  live  births  was  265  and  the 
adjusted  birth  rate  was  14*52  as  compared  with  a  rate  of 
18.0  for  England  and  ¥/ales  and  a  rate  of  14*8  for  the 
urban  districts  of  West  Sussex, 

Deaths .  There  were  117  male  deaths  and  9i  female  deaths 
making  a  total  of  208  deaths  from  all  causes.  The  adjusted 
death  rate  of  12,4  compares  with  a  rate  of  11,9  for 
England  and  V/ales  and  a  rate  of  14*9  for  the  urban 
districts  of  West  Sussex,  There  was  one  death  as  a  result 
of  a  motor  vehicle  accident  and  8  deaths  from  all  other 
accidents.  There  were  4  suicides. 

The  number  of  der.ths  of  infants  under  one  year 
was  7»  giving  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  26,4 •  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  21.4  and  that  for  the  urban 
districts  of  West  Sussex  18. 7* 

Infectious  Disease.  The  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
numbered  only  4I  but  included  in  them  v/ere  8  cases  of  the 
more  serious  types  of  infectious  disease, viz;  a  case  of 
acute  infective  encephalitis  which  proved  fatal,  2  cases  of 
meningococcal  infection  and  5  new  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

The  ages  of  the  persons  with  tuberculosis  were  68,  65 >  60 
55 »  and  28  years  respectively.  This  age  range  for  tuber¬ 
culosis  follows  the  present  trend  v/here  the  disease  is  now 
found  mainly  in  the  older  age  groups. 
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Housiripo:.  A  Public  Inquiry  inrspect  of  The  Shorehan-by-Sea 
(Aston  Cottages  Freehold  Street  and  Old  Shorehan  Road) 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  ,1961  was  held  in  February  I962 
In  July  1962  the  Order  vms  confirmed  by  the  Minister  subject 
to  slight  modification.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  MD  STATISTICS 


Shorehair^-by-Sea  is  on  the  south  coast,  midway  between,  Brighton 
and  Worthing.  Flov/ing  down  from  Eraober  in  the  North,  the  River 
Adur  bounds  the  town  on  its  west  side;  v/inding  under  the  Norfolk 
Bridge,  it  then  flows  eastwards  until  it  again  turns  southwards  at 
Kingston.  In  this  way,  the  river  cuts  off,  from  Shorehan  tovm, 
the  shingle  beach  south  of  the  Adur. 

The  town  possesses-  two  main  public  recreation  areas,  namely  - 
Buckingham  Park  and  the  Adur  Recreation  G-round. 

Buckingham  Park  comprising  38  acres  is  situated  at 
the  foot  of  the  Downs  north  of  the  tovm.  It  is  a  public  park  and 
provides  amenities  for  general  sports  and  recreational  activities. 

The  Adur  Recreation  Ground  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  the 
River  Adur,  near  the  Norfolk  Bridge.  This  comprises  24  acres  on 
part  of  which  playing  facilities  are  provided* 


The  toTm  is  mainly  residential.  Industrial  hereditaments  form 
under  ifo  by  number  and  7%  by  vtxluc  of  the  total  rateable  value. 


The  district  ia  divided  into  six  Fards  for  local  Government 
Electoral  purposes,  five  Fards  each  being  represented  by  three 
Councillors,  and  one  Fard  by  t^vo  Councillors.

Food  Poisoning-:;  The  ti;o  notifications  were  of  single  cases. 
There  \ip.s  no  known  connection.  The  organisw  isola,ted  in  these 
cases  was  the  SalTiOnella  typhi-muriun.  In  one  of  the  cases 
the  strains  of  the  Saluonella  typhi-nuriun  were  reported  as 
untypeable. 

Tuberculosis  Five  priuary  notifications  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  were  received  during  the  year:  the  ages  of  the 
patients  were  68,  65,  60,  55,  and  28  years. 

A  prinary  notification  is  one  relating  to  a  person 
who  has  not  previously  been  notified  in  any  other  district. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the 

year. 


Kass  Radiography 

The  Portsmouth  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited 
Shoreham-by-Sea  and  Dr.  Lenarun,the  Medical  Director  of  the 
Unit  has  kindly  furnished  rae  with  the  following  details. 

The  nuiaber  of  persons  v;ho  v/ere  X-Rayed  was  2,097jon 
the  last  visit  of  the  Unit  in  1959  the  nuiaber  was  2,019.  Only 
one  person  in  this  number  showed  any  abnormality  in  the  X-Ray 
and  this  w'as  a  case  of  inactive  Tuberculosis. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  surveys  carried  out  by 
the  Hass  Radiography  Unit  in  alternate  years  for  the  general 
public  a  mobile  unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits 
Shoreham-by-Sea  each  \7eek  v/hen  patients  referred  by  general 
practitioners  are  X-Rayed.  The  numbers  of  persons  X-Rayed  by 
this  mobile  unit  in  1962  was  6A2. 

Bacteriological  Examinations 

As  an  aid  to  diagnosis  and  for  the  detection  of 
contacts  or  carriers  of  pathogenic  organisms,  bacteriological 
examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service.  During  the  year  139  specimens  subiv.itted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  were  reported  on  as  follows; 

Salmonella  typhi-murium  isolated  in 
seven  specimens. 

Shigella  sonnei  isolated  in  sixteen 
specimens.

PUBLIC  HEiH^TK  ACTS,  1936,  I961 

These  Acts  deal  Vv'ith  certain  enactnents  relating  to 
public  health.  Anong  the  provisions  are  those  relating  to 
Sanitation  and  Buildings;  Nuisances  and  Offensive  Trades; 
Prevention,  Notification  and  Treatment  of  Disease. 


Drainage .  2f0  complaints  7/ere  received  concerning  defective  or 

obstructed  drains  and  261  visits  were  made  in  connection  therewith, 

25  informal  notices  were  served. 

Dustbins.  Dustbins  are  supplied  and  maintained  by  the  householder 
and  failure  to  maintain  the  dustbins  in  a  proper  condition  of 
repair  gives  rise  to  a  nuisance  and  is  a  recurring  source  of  trouble. 

During  the  year  26  complaints  were  received  and  61 
visits  were  ma.de  in  connection  with  defective  dustbins. 

14  informal  notices  and  2  statutory  notices  were 
served  relating  to  the  provision  of  new  dustbins. 

Cleansing  of  Verminous  Premises 

Houses.  During  the  year  15  houses  comprising  94  rooms  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  fleas  or  bed-bugs  and  v/ere 
disinfested.  37  houses  com/prising  53  rooms  7/ere  treated  for 
other  insect  infestations. 

Infested  houses,  are  treated  with  liquid 
insecticides  or  gamnexane  smoke  according  to  circumstances. 

The  houses  and  furniture  of  prospective  tenants 
of  Council  houses  are  examined  where  necessary  for  the 
presence  of  vermin  and  treated  as  above. 

Other  Premises.  60  other  premises  comprising  1 50  rooms  7/ere 
treated  for  insects.  The  treatments  carried  out  under  this 
heading  7/ere  mainly  for  cockroaches. 

Insecticides  used  7/ere  pybuthrin,  malathion, 
dieldrin  and  gammexane. 
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Public  Conveniences.  The  Council  provides  and/or  maintains 
public  conveniences  at  9  sites  in  the  Urban  District,  situated 
at  the  following  places:  The  To?m  Hall;  The  Beach  Lido; 
Buckingham  Park;  Kingston  Beach;  The  Cemetry;  Surry  Street; 
The  Red  Lion;  The  Schooner;  Buckingham  Arms. 

At  5  oi*  "the  sites  facilities  are  provided  for  men  and 
and  for  women  and  at  the  other  4  the  facilities  are  for  men 
only. 

In  1962  the  construction  of  a  block  of  public 
conveniences  at  the  Middle  Street  Car  Park  was  started. 


Public  Swimming  Baths.  There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in 
the  District,  but  at  the  King's  Manor  Secondary  Modern  Girls' 
School  there  is  an  open  air  swimming  pool  for  the  use  of  the 
schoolchildren.  This  was  opened  in  i960.  The  pool  is  supplied 
v;ith  main  writer.  The  purification  of  the  water  in  the  pool 
is  carried  out  by  a  process  of  filtration  and  chlorination. 

During  the  year  two  samples  of  the  pool  water  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 


Mortuaiy .  The  Council  provides  a  Public  Mortuary  at  which 
there  are  facilities  for  post-mortem  examinations  to  be 
carried  out. 

This  Mortuary  receives  bodies  from  the  Urban  District 
of  Southwick  and  the  Rural  District  of  Chanctonbury  as  well 
as  from  Shoreham-by-Sea. 

During  I962  the  number  of  bodies  received  in  the 
Mortuary  was  65,  the  number  from  each  of  the  three  districts 
being; -

Offensive  Trades.  The  offensive  trades  scheduled  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936  are  blood  boiler,  blood  drier,  bone 
boiler,  fat  extractor,  fat  melter,  fellmonger,  glue  maker, 
gut  scraper,  rag  and  bone  dealer,  size  maker,  soap  boiler, 
tallow  melter,  tripe  boiler, and  no  person  shall  establish  any 
of  these  trades  without  the  consent  of  the  Local  Authority. 

There  is  one  offensive  trade  business  in  the  District 
and  The  Council  has  made  Byelaws  which  provide  for  the 
regulation  of  the  conduct  of  such  businesses.  Complaints  are 
received  from  time  to  time  about  this  business.  In  I962  the 
firm  carried  out  certain  improvements  to  the  plant  used  and  the 
result  of  these  are  being  kept  under  observation.

The  Brighton  Corporation  supplies  all  the  houses  in 
Shorchr^  .  except  for  one,  this  latter  being  a  farn  house  vrhich 
receives  its  supply  frou  another  '.vat  .r  boai*l.

1 .  The  w’-ater  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
quality, 

2.  Bateriological  examinations  of  both  raw  and  treated  waters 
V7ere  made  at  weekly  intervals  except  in  certain  instances  v/here 
bacterial  pollution  was  present  in  the  ra¥7  waters,  when  samples  of 
both  rav7  and  chloraninated  77aters  V7ere  examined  daily.  The  total 
number  of  raw  and  treated  water  satiples  examined  from  the  Pumping 
stations,  together  V7ith  a  summary  of  the  bacteriological  results 
obtained  is  given  belov7:

Colony  counts  at  22°C  after  3  days  and  37°C  after  one  day’s 
incubation  V7ere  generally  low  in  nuiaber. 

Abbreviated  chemical  analyses  V7ere  carried  out  at  weekly 
intervals  throughout  the  year  on  all  rav7  V7aters  and  a  general 
chemical  and  miner  ad.  examination  V7as  made  each  month. 

In  addition  to  .the  foregoing,  2,031  daily  samples  from  taps 
at  fixed  points  have  been  examined  bacteriologically,  the  results 
of  which  have  shown  the  chloraminated  77aters  going  to  suppl^^  to  be  of 
the  highest  standard  of  purity. 
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Bacteriological  and  abbreviated  chemical  examinations 
have  also  been  carried  out  on  864  samples  of  water  from  service 
reservoirs.  A  total  number  of  5>232  samples  was  examined  in  the 
Department’s  laboratory  during  the  year. 

Since  all  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  chalk,  there  is 
little  likelihood  of  any  plumbo- solvent  action,  and  no  evidence  of 
such  is  apparent. 

4.  Chlorination,  with  post-ami.ioniation  of  all  rav;  waters  is 

practised  continuously  and  surveys  of  the  catchment  area  are 
regularly  carried  out.  In  the  event  of  a  raw  water  showing 
evidence  of  bacterial  pollution,  such  surveys  are  intensified  and 
appropriate  adjustments  of  chlorine  and  ammonia  dosage  are  made. 

In  addition,  bacteriological  exaiaination  of  the  raw  and 
treated  i/ater  is  carried  out  at 'daily  intervals. 

The  supply  from  the  public  v;ater  mains  is  direct  to  the 

houses. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Practically  all  the  premises  in  the  District  are  on 
main  drainage. 

The  sewage  from  the  Shoreham  Urban  District  either 
gravitates  or  is  pumped  to  a  large  underground  storage  tank 
holding  a  million  gallons  at  the  extreme  eastern  end  of 
Dolphin  Road;  the  tank  is  connected  by  a  45"  diameter  sewer 
to  the  Portslade  and  Southwick  Outfall  Sewage  Board's  sea 
outfall  which  it  joins  in  Albion  Street,  Southwick  and 
extends  under  the  harbour  and  for  a  distance  out  to  sea  from 
the  foreshore  of  approximately  1,000  feet. 

The  tank  is  discharged  tv/ice  every  twenty-four 
hours  through  this  outfall  together  with  sewage  from  Southwick 
Portslade  and  a  small  part  of  Hove.  This  discharge  takes 
plaice  during  a  period  of  approximately  2  hours  commencing 
l4  hours  after  each  high  water.  Apart  from  rough  screening 
no  treatment  of  the  sewage  takes  place. 

During  1962,  a  new  6"  diameter  soil  sewer  was  laid 
at  the  rear  of  Nos.  244-540  Brighton  Road.  This  sev/er 
replaces  the  fifty  years  old  original  sev^erage  system  in  the- 
area  which  had  become  defective  and  in  recent  years  had 
required  frequent  attention  to  reriOdy  blockages  and  surcharging. 


COLLECTION  ML  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 


There  is  a  v/eekly  collection  of  house  refuse.  It  is 
collected  with  rear  loading  mechanical  house  refuse  collection 
Tehicles  and  taken  to  the  nevi  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  at  Halevv^ick 
Lane,  Sompting,  This  Plant  came  into  operation  in  January  1962 
and  is  jointly/  used  by  the  Ylfoxbhing  Rural  District  Council,  the 
Shoreham-by-Sea  UrbanDistrict  Council,  the  Southv/ick  Urban  District 
Council  and  the  Portslade  Urban  District  Council  •  At  the  Plant 
the  refuse  is  discharged  from  the  vehicles  into  a  hopper  and  from 
this  it  passes  on  to  a  moving  belt*  As  the  belt  moves  on,  salvage¬ 
able  materials  are  separated  out  and  the  residue  is  taken  to 
pulverisers.  The  pulverised  material  is  deposited  in  layers  in  the 
Halevv'ick  valley. 

The  services  in  connection  with  Sev;erage  and  Sev/age 
Disposal  and  \?ith  Refuse  Disposal  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Surveyor,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  the  information  given  above 
about  these  services.

PREVENTION  OF  DALl/.CE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949

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Food  Complaints 


During  I962,  ten  complaints  were  received  from  residents 
who  fe]t  that  they  had  been  sold  food  which  was  unfit  for 
human  consumption.  These  complaints  were  investigated  and  the 
vendors  invited  to  submit  explanations. 

Powers  to  deal  with  such  complaints  are  provided  in 
the  Pood  a.nd  Drugs  Act,  1955  (section  2  and  section  8). 

£  (General  protection  for  puche.sers  of  food  and 
drugs ) . 

This  section  provides  that  a  person  selling  to 
the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser  any  food  or  drug  which 
is  not  of  the  nature,  or  not  of  the  substance,  or  not 
of  the  quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser,  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  offence. 

Section  8  (Punishment  for  sale,  etc.  of  food  unfit 

for  human  consumption). 

This  section  provides  that  any  person  who 
sells  or  offers  or  exposes' for  sale,  or  has  in  his 
possession  for  the  purpose^  of  sale  any  food  intended 
for,  but  unfit  for,  human  consumption,  shall  be 
guilty  of  an'  offence. 

In  respect  of  the  complaints  received  during  the  year 
the  complaints  could  not  be  substantiated  in  four  of  the  cases 
and  no  action  was  taken;  v/arnings  were  given  to  vendors  in 
five  cases,  warning  letters  being  sent  to  two  of  these. 

In  one  case  the  Council  gave  instructions  for  legal 
proceedings  to  be  instituted  under  Section  2  of  the  Pood  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955*  This  case  was  one  in  yjhich  there  had  been 
sold  a  third  of  a  pint  bottle  of  milk  which  v/as  not  of  the 
substance  demanded  in  that  it  contained  a  snail.  The  y/itness 
in  the  case,  however,  later  withdrew  the  evidence  given  and 
the  proceedings  were  not  taken. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  by  the  Council  in  respect 
of  a  complaint  received  at  the  end  of  19^1,  concerning  a  loaf 
of  bread  which  was  not  of  t'he  substance  demanded  by  the 
purchaser  in  that  it  contained  a  rodent  dropping  contrary  to 
Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 1955 •  The  result  of  the 
proceedings  was  that  the  firm  who  had  sold  the  loaf  was 
fined  £25  find  ordered  to  pay  £9  15s.  Od.  expenses. 
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Section  9  ~  (Examination  and  seizure  of  suspected  food) 


An  authorised  officer  of  a  Council  nay  at  all  reasonable 
tines  exaiuine  any  food  intended  for  hur^ian  consuLiption  vfhich 
has  been  sold  or  is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  or  is  in 
possession  of,  or  has  been  deposited  with  or  consigned  to,  any 
person  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for  sale,  and 
if  it  appears  to  hin  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  nay 
seize  it  and  remove  it  in  order  to  have  it  dealt  with  by  a 
justice  of  the  peace.  No  formal  action w/as  necessary  during 
the  year  but  requests  T7ere  received  from  trades-people  for 
examination  of  suspected  food.  Belovi^  is  a  list  of  foodstuffs 
found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  during  the  year  and 
voluntarily  surrendered.

FACTORIES  ACT,  196I 

District  Councils  have  certain  responsibilities  in  connection 
with  general  health  and  welfare  provisions  in  factories.  These 
differ  according  to,  w'hether  the  factory  is  a.  poYv'er  factory  or  a  non- 
power  factory,  i.e.  v/hether  uechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-poYver  factories,  the  duties  are  concerned 
with  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  tenperature, 
ventilation,  drainage  of  floors,  sanitary  conveniences. 

In  poY.’er  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council  relates 
to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being  the 
responsibility  of  H.k.  Inspector  of  Faatories,  who  is  also  responsible 
in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirements  relating  to  provision 
and  maintenance  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outv/orm, 

Outwork.  The  law  in  relation  to  outworkers  is  in  Sections  133  and  134 
(Part  VIII )  of  the  Factories  Act. 

The  classes  of  outY7ork  to  which  the  provisions  of  the  sections 
apply  are  specified  by  Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of  every 
factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in  the 
business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and  manner  lists 
showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  empibyed  by  them  as 
outworkers. 

A  copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Council  of  the 
District  in  which  the  factory  is  situated  and  if  the  place  of 
employment  of  the  outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the  factory 
is  situated  the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to  forward  the 
name  and  address  of  any  outworker  to  the  appropriate  District  Council. 

Section  134  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of  persons  in 
unv/holesome  premises.
